dent Nix on hopes to stir into action, more* 
ov er. Under the two-party sy stem, Repu bli­ 
can org anizations bear responsibility for lead­ 
ing the opposition to the 1958 efforts o f the 
labor u nions, and to the Democratic org ani­ 
zations that the u nions already dominate o r 
are ex pecting to take ov er. Bu t in 1958, the 
Repu blican party is the rally ing point fo r a ll 
v oters who don’t like the prospect o f a Demo­ 
cratic party ru led to su it either Walter Reu - 
ther or James Hoffa. 
If all v oters who think that wou ld make a 
mockery of the two-party sy stem will show 
u p at the polls so their v otes can be cou nted, 
it cannot happen in 1958. 
Bu t it can happen easily in 1958, u nless 
there is a massiv e rally to the Repu blican 
side in the nex t three weeks. On the basis 
of polling s and sampling s, it will hav e to be 
so mething like the rally that occu rred in 
1948 when Harry Tru man took u p a field 
co mma nd in a presidential election and reg ­ 
istered an u pset v ictory . 


Vice President Nix on, it is ag reed by those 
who are watching him take field command 
of the Repu blican party for the climax ru n 
of the 1958 race, is pu tting life into the 
campaig n. 
It iooks belatedly as if Repu blican workers 
are beg ining to g et the big idea. This is 
the y ear — 1958 — that the labor u nions 
intend to take ov er the Democratic party by 
prov ing they are its working heart and core. 
The labor u nions, working throu g h their 
own intricate and well financed political or- 
g anizr.tions, hope to prov e this by piling u p 
an impressiv e total of v ictories ov er the Re­ 
pu blican party in cong ressional elections and 
contests for g ov ernorships. 
They are cou nting on enou g h Repu blican 
indifference to carry ou t this strateg y by 
g etting their v oters to the polls in massiv e 
here is a massiv e rally o he Repu blicanTH 
g etting their v oters to the polls in massiv e 
nu mbers while Repu blican v oters stay home. 
They hope there may be enou g h Repu blicans 
u naware of what they are doing to make 
the job easy . 


THIS IS WHAT Vice President Nix on is 
try ing to short-circu it with his hig h-v oltag e 
blasts to wake u p the Repu blican org aniza­ 
tions. If he has any lu ck, there won’t be a 
Repu blican chairman, committeeman, or a 
precinct worker left in doze by the end of a 
fori nig ht. 
All of them will be pou nding pav ements 
and pu shing doorbells to match the do-or-di« 
efforts of the labor u nions’ political org ani­ 
zations in key cong ressional districts and key 
states throu g hou t the cou ntry .

Bu t Mr. Nix on knows what some of his 
fellow Repu blicans need to find ou t — that 
in a showdown with slam-bang ers who know 
no other way to operate there is no choice 
bu t to beat ’em at their own g ame. 
He learned that a long time ag o, by fig ht­ 
ing for his political life in California ag ainst 
the slam-bang ers of the Commu nist party . 


Who Carried the Day? 


When the White Hou se made it known late 
last y ear and early this y ear that it intended 
to streamline the Pentag on, cheers went u p. 
For a time they drowned ou t the jeers of the 
militarists who did not want to be interfered 
with and the cong ressmen who had no 
thou g ht o f y ielding any o f their jealou sly 
g u arded power ov er military affairs. 
M*>st jealou sly g u arded of all, of cou rse, 
was the power to make appropriations. The 
merest hint that the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion mig ht seek the rig ht to transfer fu nds 
was enou g h to infu riate Cong ress. Conse­ 
qu ently * this particu lar rig ht was not sou g ht. 
The rig hts that were sou g ht, moreov er, 
were compromised and watered down u ntil 
et the end no one was particu larly ex cited. 
Cong ress had sav ed the power of the pu rse, 
which was its main objectiv e. As long as its 
powerfu l committees can decide how the 
money for the armed forces is g oing to be 
distribu ted, there will be no dang er of su r­ 
rendering its leg islativ e prerog ativ es to the 
ex ecu tiv e department.

To the treetops, men! General Motors Is 
ou t with an au to which has no steering wheel. 
It has been clear that many , driv ers re- 
ard sleering wheels as u nnecessary nu isan­ 
ces, especially on weekends. 
The new GM model has a “stick” on which 
are controls which steer, accelerate, apply 
brakes and assu re something close to “Look, 
Mom; no hands” operation. (Come from be­ 
hind that wall, folks! It isn't in produ ction. 
GM is merely ex perimenting .) 
The car-withou t-a-steering -wheel will be on 
ex hibition at New York Show, and now is the 
time to ask GM for a written promise it will 
nev er let any body hav e one.

Bu t the stru g g le that is bu ilt into a g ov ern­ 
ment of div ided power nev er ends; it is eter­ 
nal. Hav ing been tu rned down on the idea 
the military appropriations mig ht be trans­ 
ferred du ring a bu dg et y ear to meet chang ­ 
ing conditions, the White Hou se now has an­ 
nou nced that it will not seek any new au thor­ 
ity to do this becau se a stu dy of ex isting law 
shows it already has all the au thority it 
needs.

It is no flu ke that book pu blish­ 
ers hav e made a mint with how 
to-do-it y iu rself books 
aimed at 
cu stomers who hav e been bu g g ed 
so often they ar* willing to try 
any thing . 
It is u nderstandable that the 
sedativ e indu stry nev er had it so 
g ood and is in hot pu rsu it of new 
chemical 
su bstances 
that

It is no secret why the medical 
profession is in deep embarrass­ 
ment abou t the steady rise of ten­ 
sion affliction that is off setting 
the decline in prematu re dropov - 
er from diseases the profession 
has licked.

not reply himself, and the v ice 
president clearly said tha t in his 
statement in San Frncisco. 
Bu t thu s the President wou ld 
ru le it inadmissable to point ou t 
that u nder the Tru man - Acheson 
policies the mainland of China was 
lost to the free world, and that 
becau se of the v ariou s Acheson 
statements the Commu nists were 
practically assu red that the United 
States wou ld not interv ene in Ko­ 
rea, and the way to another war 
was opened wide. 


THE VICE PRESIDENT did well 
in seeking to repair the damag e 
to the Repu blican cau se done by 
the President. He pointed ou t the 
distinction between policy and de­ 
cision. 
When a g rav e decision is to be 
made in which the President

sole ju dg e, su ch as the mov ement 
of the Marines into Lebanon, re­ 
straint is essential becau se the 
cou ntry mu st be u nited before its 
enemies.

To ey clu de this from rev iew be­ 
fore the g reat ju ry o f the elec­ 
torate wou ld be to redu ce political 
life to a shallow ex ercise in se­ 
mantics, a bantering o f words 
abou t nonessentials, a mockery o f 
reality . 
The v ice president—this

president—by his own earned

is, nex t to the President, the ma jo r 
spokesman for the Repu blican Par­ 
ty .

Ky ., it can be 
stated that the Commu nists are 
bu sily e n g a g e d in infiltrating 
chu rches, parent-teacher associa­ 
tions, colleg es and hig h schools, 
as well as labor org anizations. 
The report filed in the Senate 
ju st a few months ag o say s that 
the su bcommittee as a whole con­ 
cu rs in the finding s of the chair­ 
man and ranking minority mem­ 
ber who condu cted the hearing s in 
Memphis last y ear. The report 
say s: 
“Commu nist activ ity in the mid­ 
sou th area is not a matter of the 
past. Su ch activ ity g oes on today . 
“The pattern of this present- 
day Commu nist activ ity in the mid­ 
sou th 
is 
hig hly 
conspiratorial, 
deeply cloaked in secrecy . The 
Commu nist 
participants 
in 
the 
conspiracy hav e taken ex traordin­ 
ary secu rity measu res in order to 
protect their network from detec­ 
tion. 
“Members of the Commu nist net­ 
work in the mid-sou th inclu de men 
and women who are hig hly edu cat­ 
ed, efficient, and g iv e ev ery ap­ 
pearance of respectability . 
“Members of the Commu nist net­ 
work in the mid-sou th apparently 
are able to transfer their employ ­ 
ment from city to city and from 
state to state, with their transfers 
ex pedited by still other members 
of the network. 
“The basic Commu nist operation 
in the mid-sou th is directed ag ainst 
all g enerations; bu t has emerg ed 
a pattern of a new and y ou ng er 
g eneration of Commu nist teachers 
who hav e been trained by older 
members of the Commu nist party , 
and are now carry ing on the fu nc­ 
tions of the network.” 


‘THE ATTORNEY GENERAL of 
the state of Kentu cky . J. M. Ferg ­ 
u son, and A. Scott Hamilton, prose­ 
cu ting attorney at Lou isv ille, testi­ 
fied before the Senate su bcommit­ 
tee abou t the bombing s there and 
laid the blame on Commu nist ac­ 
tiv ity . They pointed to recent de­ 
cisions of the U.S. Su preme Cou rt 
which had weakened the power of 
a state to prosecu te for seditiou s 
activ ity . Mr. Hamilton testified: 
“Now, we wanted to prosecu te 
one of tfie men at least, or two 
of them for blowing u p this hou se 
in Lou isv ille and the Circu it Cou rt, 


after the Nelson case (decided by 
the Su preme Cou rt), ru led that we 
cou ld not show the Commu nist end 
of this thing as the motiv e. Well, 
any lawy er knows, I am su re y ou 
all know, if y ou can’t show the 
motiv e for the crime. 99 times ou t 
of 100 y ou are not g oing to be able 
v ery well to prov e a crime.” 
This correspondent on April 30. 
1958, wrote a dispatch abou t the 
bombing of a chu rch at Jackson­ 
v ille, Fla., and drew attention then 
to what the g rand ju ry of Jeffer­ 
son Cou nty , Ky ., formally said in 
its report abou t the bombing there. 
The report said: 
“It is v ery sig nificant to this 
g rand ju ry that this case seems 
to follow the pattern u sed by the 
Commu nist party to create trou ble 
between the respectiv e races in 
this cou ntry , and that one of the 
specific methods of doing this is 
by the pu rchase of property for 
Neg roes in areas which normally 
are occu pied by white persons, 
and then cau sing incidents su ch as 
this. . . . 
“It is the opinion of this g rand 
ju ry that it wou ld hav e been im­ 
possible for the ex plosiv e to hav e 
been placed u nder the hou se as it 
was by any one from the ou t­ 
side. . . . in other words, it is ou r 
opinion that the charg e was placed 
and was discharg ed by someone 
hav ing ready access to the home.’’ 


THE GRAND JURY indicted fiv e 
persons on charg es of banding to­ 
g ether “to commit, aid or cou n­ 
sel” the acting of bombing . 
At the trial, two u ndercov er 
ag ents of the Federal Bu reau o f 
Inv estig ation testified that Commu ­ 
nist party members were tau g ht 
to incite racial v iolence. 
The accu sed man denied he was 
or ev er had been a member of 
the Commu nist party . A woman 
u ndercov er ag ent for the FBI testi­ 
fied, howev er, that he was a mem­ 
ber. that she attended a Com­ 
mu nist party meeting at his home, 
that she had paid party du es to 
him and that his wife was also a 
member of the Commu nist party . 
The ju ry v oted for conv ictions, 
sentencing the accu sed to 15 y ears 
in jail and a fine of $15,000. 
Bu t the U.S. Su preme Cou rt, by 
its decision in the famou s Nelson 
case, made it necessary for a state 
Appeals Cou rt to tu rn the accu sed 
loose. The Su preme Cou rt held that 
states cou ldn’t enforce anti-sedition 
laws. Fu rther trails were abandon­ 
ed as u seless. 
A few persons inv olv ed in the 
bombing episodes now being re­ 
ported in the press may be cau g ht 
some day bu t, when prosecu ted, 
there will be no chance for any 
state to pu nish the conspirators be­ 
hind it all who hide in other states. 
It isn’t a federal crime to bomb 
a chu rch, and there is no effectiv e 
way to inqu ire into the motiv es o f 
those who direct the bombing con­ 
spiracies. 
Cong ressional committees a re re­ 
stricted becau se any Commu nist 
can plead the Fifth Amendment 
and g et away with it.

Iowa, Nebraska Dispute

OMAHA 
Not all border dispu tes inv olv e 
nations these day s. A liv ely one is 
u nder way between Nebraska and 
Iowa and althou g h commissions 
hav e been firmed to settle the ar­ 
g u ment amicably , they aren’t mak­ 
ing mu ch headway . 
The meandering Missiu ri Riv er 
which separates the two states is 
the cau se of the dispu te. 
Du ring the 8 0-odd y ears of state- 
hood, the riv er has wandered back 
and forth across a flood plain sev ­ 
eral miles wide. The riv er banks 
were desig nated as the orig inal 
bou ndary between the states. Bu t 
ev ery time the riv er has wan­ 
dered or chang ed its cou rse it 
has left some of Iowa on the Ne­ 
braska side of the riv er or some of 
Nebraska in Iowa. 


ONE OF THE MOST v alu able 
pieces of Iowa on the Nebraska 
side of the riv er is Carter Lake, 
la., a v illag e of some 1,600 popu la­ 
tion. 
Carter Lake, still Iowa territory , 
fou nd itself on the Nebraska side of 
the riv er abou t 60 y ears ag o when 
a flood cau sed a major chang e in 
the riv er’s cou rse. 
Carter Lake is a thorn in the side 
of Omaha, a city of some 320,000 
popu lation. The v illag e is located 
within the Omaha city limits, and 
persons wishing to reach the Oma­ 
ha Mu nicipal Airport from down­ 
town mu st driv e rig ht by it. 
What trou bles the Nebraskans 
most is that when Omahans want 
to do a little after - hou rs g am­ 
bling they g o to Carter Lake — 
Iowa territory . Omaha au thorities 
say that Iowa au thorities are lax 
in enforcing the law in Carter 
Lake. 


STABILIZATION OF the Missou ­ 
ri Riv er by the Corps of Eng iners 
in the mu ltimillion - dollar Mis­ 
sou ri basin dev elopment prog ram 
has brou g ht u p the su bject of re-es­ 
tablishing the border. 
An area of sev era l hu ndred acres 
o f ex cellent du ck and g eese hu nt­ 
ing land u priv er from Nebraska, 
known a s De Soto bend, is slated 
to beco me a waterfowl sanctu ary . 
The eng iners will cu t a channel 
across a loop in the riv er, thereby 
creating a larg e “island.” This loop 
tc no w in Nebra ska , but a fter the 


channel is cu t, the sanctu ary will 
be on the east, or Iowa, *ide of 
the riv er. 
Gov . Victor Anderson of Nebras­ 
ka has su g g ested that the center 
line of the riv er be the bou ndary . 
Many Iowans oppose this, as 
it 
wou ld place Carter Lake in Ne­ 
braska. 


IF THE TWO STATES’ bou ndary 
commissions can ag ree by the 
first of the y ear, their relom- 
mendations wil g o to the two leg ­ 
islatu res for action. Althou g h Iowa 
and Nebraska certainly will do a 
g ood deal 
of 
wrang lin’ 
before 
reaching a decision, all concerned 
are happy to see the Corps of Eng i­ 
neers tie down the mu ddy Mo. 
It wou ld mean the riv er cou ld 
nev er do a repeat on the costly 
trick it pu lled six y ears ag o. Oma­ 
ha, la., and Decatu r, Neb., fi­ 
nanced and bu ilt a bridg e ov er the 
riv er to connect the two cities. 
Shortly after the bridg e was fin­ 
ished the riv er went on one of its 
rampag es.

FORGING PLOWSHARES — Some of the ways in which the 
tremendous power of an atomic explosion may revolutionize 
everyday life are depicted in panoramic drawing above. Already 
electricity, generated from the heat of controlled nuclear re­ 
actors. is being produced in numerous plants. But so far actual 
explosions have not been harnessed for peaceful use. 
• 
One of the first such attem pts may be the dredging of 
harbors (1). A possible site in Alask a is being studied by the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 
• 
Another use (2) envisions the rejuvenating of worn-out oil 
fields, or the creating of underground reservoirs to catch run­ 
off water in ordinarily parched areas of the earth. 


• 
Or, w ater pumped into two caverns (3), in which atomic 
explosions alternate, could be turned into steam to run elec­ 
tricity-producing turbines above the ground. 
• 
Mining with A-bombs is yet another possibility (4). Fol­ 
lowing the explosions, leaching solution pumped through a deep- 
lying ore body could extract valuable minerals. 
• 
In the controlled reaction field, a new application has been 
announced by Sweden (5). Here a reactor is buried safely 
underground, water circulates around it and is pumped through 
pipes to provide residential heating. This project is already 
underway at the city of Vasteras, near Stock holm.

And 
it nappens that almo st ev ery American kno ws 
a little so mething abo u t the biggest idea there 
ev er was in the United States. 
It’s the idea that no bo dy has a Go d-giv en

The so -called Printers Bible was 
neither the first no r last editio n 
o f the Scriptu res to be plagu ed 
by that cu rse o f the print sho ps— 
the ty po graphical erro r. 
Pro bably no editio n o f the Bible 
has been pu blished witho u t a mis­ 
print. Yet the Bible is o ne o f the 
mo st carefu lly pro o fread o f bo o ks. 
“The last time I was inv o lv ed 
in pu blishing a Bible.” say s Miss 
M argaret Hills, librarian o f the 
American Bible So ciety , “ at least 
fo u r peo ple read it all the way 
thro u gh. And o ne o f them read it 
three o r fo u r times. 
“Still it came o u t with erro rs. 
Oh. we spelled names like Neb­ 
u chadnezzar right ev ery time. Bu t 
there were su ch things as ‘no w’ 
fo r ‘no t’ and so fo rth.”

“ I v entu re to say there are a 
millio n respo nsible men and wo m­ 
en in the So u th who ho pe ev ery 
integrated scho o l will be bo mbed

Su ch writings, against Jew and 
Negro , and against any perso n who 
pu blicly stands fo r the pro cesses 
o f law, hav e been co mmo nplace 
fo r mo re than a y ear. The mails 


are flo o ded with their slanders and 
filth, rev ealing their o wn po iso ned 
minds. 
All 
Satu rday 
ev ening, 
fo r ex ­ 
ample. befo re the bo mbing o f the 
temple in Atlanta, handing o u t the 
mo st v io lent ty pe pamphlets. . . . 
Weird, lu natic stu ff with the plain 
intent to incite v io lence. Tho se 
sho wing themselv es in pu blic may 
no t hav e had any co nnectio n with 
the bo mbing o f the temple—o r they 
may hav e. Bu t so me perso ns o f 
like mentality did. 
No w, back to the FBI. 
The President was right to o rder 
them in. In the m ajo r cities o r 
the So u th ev ery po lice fo rce is in­ 
fected with po ssibly 5 to 10 per 
cent o f perso ns o f the Klan-ty p« 
mentality .

The Atlanta case also was a do ­ 
mestic, internal affair. The Presi­

and 
citizens welco med them. 
Tiie u ndispu ted fact is that ju st 
a: lo cal law co u ld no t co pe with 
kidnappings, lo cal law canno t no w 
meet all the demands bro u ght o n 
by v io lence and o rganized agita­ 
tio n su ch as has cau sed the so u th- 
wide bo mbings and bu rnings o f 
chu rches, temples, sy nago gu es and 
scho o ls. 
As o f this writing no t a single 
o ne o f the many dy namitings hav e 
been so lv ed. With the fu ll fo rce 
o f the FBI, happily in Atlanta the 
tide may tu rn. 
The nex t Co ngress, to prev ent an­ 
archy , will find it necessary to 
ado pt legislatio n in this field as 
it did in Kidnapings.

Liver, milk 
an d cream, an d leafy vegetables 
are con sid ered the best sources for 
this substan ce in the human d iet. 
Nicotin ic acid (n ot related to n ic­ 
otin e in tobacco) is an other im­ 
portan t part of the vitamin B com-! 
plex . Absen ce of this substan ce 
prod uces a con d ition kn own 
a s 
alack ton gue in d ogs. 
In man d eficien cy of this vita­ 
min results in pellagra, a d isease 
characterized by weakn ess, loss of 
appetitite an d in d igestion , loss of 
en ergy an d in the later stages, 
soren ess an d ulceration s in t h e 
mouth, together with d iarrhea. A 
typical skin lesion is common . The 
best sources of n icotin ic acid are 
yeast, lean meats an d liver. 
Probably those parts of the vita­ 
min B complex men tion ed are the 
best kn own , but there are a n um­ 
ber of others. 
They in clud e vitamin B-6, (pan ­ 
tothen ic acid , which seems to re­ 
store n ormal hair color to some 
an imals which have white hair 
but n ot to human bein gs), cholin e, 
biotin an d folic acid .
